Three Ways To Make

The fried-chicken season is here! The supply of fryers fresh and 
quick-frozen is usually at its best at this time of the year. So get out 
your skillet, and treat your family to some good fried chicken. Follow 
any of these recipes, and you'll have the family loudly clamoring-for 
more. .

All recipes tested by Good Housekeeping Institute 
Use Institute-approved measuring cups and spoons. Measure IcveL

Pan-Fried Chicken
With Flour, or Corn-Meal Coating:

1. Buy fryers (l'/i to 2'i Ibs. each) split length­ 
wise, quartered, or cut up as for fricassee. Roasting 
chickens may be pan-fried if first simmered tender 
after cutting up.

2. Heat enough fat or oil in skillet or chicken 
fryer to make a ',4" to %" layer. Use 2 skillets to

3. Clean but do not dry the chicken. Coat by 
shaking in a paper hag with 1 c. flour (or-% c. flour 
and '.» c. corn meal) mixed with 1 tbsp. salt.

4. Place a few pieces at a time in hot fat, and 
'  " brown on all sides. Reduce heat; cover or not as 

preferred, and fry 36 to 40 min. lonccr, or until tender. (21 to 4 tbsp. 
water or cream may be added to chicken after browning if d<
